It does
not  m a ke an  a t tempt  to evalua te or
oth erwise include tha t  act ivity over
wh ich  the a irpor t  has  no cont rol -- such
as other  a ir cra ft  t rans it ing the a rea  and
not  stopping a t  the a irpor t .

The curren t  (2002) contours a re based
on  opera t iona l  coun ts from the Lincoln

ATCT from May 2001 through Apr il
2002.  The 2007 and  2022 contours a re
based on  forecas ts from the March  1999
Lincoln  Air por t  Mast er  Plan.  The noise
exposure levels a round the a irpor t  can
be expected to decrease sligh t ly as t he
milit a ry a nd bu siness jet fleet s
t ransit ion  to new, more efficient  and
quieter  a ircra ft .

It  is  st ressed  tha t  DNL contour  lines
drawn on  a  map do not  represent
absolu te boundar ies of acceptabilit y or
unacceptability in  per sona l response to
noise, nor  do they repr esen t  the actua l
noise condit ions  present  on  any specific
day, bu t  ra ther  the condit ions of an
average day der ived from annua l
average informat ion .
